In his savingram, the High Commissioner 
raises the question of advice that should be ,iven 
to non-official British subjects whose normal domicile 
is in the United Kin¢dom, who are now maxing up their 
ninds whetner or not to leave the country and to the 
security measures that can be provided for those 
who have to remain. In paragraph 4 of his savingram 
the High Commissioner sug ests the terms under which 
persons who are members of the comnzercial community 
and liissionaries and allied institutions should be 
approached on tnis subject and he su,.ests that the 
advice ,iven should be transmitted to the persons 
concerned as emanating from His Liajesty's Government. 
The High Commissioner asxs for early telez-raphic 
confirmation of this step and «we should lixe to have 


your early ayreenment. tea

General view ie that British nationais 
should not be encouraged to go to Palestine in immediate 
future owing to unsettled sitvation and that control at 
present exersisec under which entry is qmly accorded 
when justified oy businceas or family reasons is 
sufficient. 


2. It would be helpful if some indication 
could be given of the number of British netionais, 

other then Arabs or Jews, who will probably remain in 
Palestine after withdrawal. in order to enable advance 
aseesement to be made of externi cf problem of evacuation 
of British subjecta whivh might fail to be dealt with by
